Along the line 
of 
battle 
in 
France the Germans are reported 
repulsed in all their attacks. Dur­ 
ing the first part of the week the 
Germans managed to force a cross 
ing on the Yser Canal, but was 
unable to get any farther. 
All 
along the coast the English fleet 
lying close in shelled the German 
positions and inflicted 
consider­ 
able damage, 
destroying 
many 
batteries and making 
untenable 
several positions. This (paused the 
German forces to try their ad 
vance farther inland, 
where the 
fire from the ships would not b* 
able to reach them. 
It appeared during the first of 
the week that the 
German ad­ 
vance was going to prove irresis- 
table, but each day the allies held 
their ground, and the German at­ 
tack has finally worn itself out, 
and fighting has almost ceased ac­ 
cording to latest reports. 
It is 
thought that they will resume the 
offensive soon, however, farther in 
land and continue their attempt 
to break thru to the channel cit­ 
ies. 
The fighting has been very, 
bloody on both sides. It is thought 
that this is the bloodiest week’s 
engagement that has so far been 
fought. 
In the east results have been 
about the same as in the 
west. 
Fighting has been going on all the 
week. During the earlier part the 
German advance on Warsaw was 
first definitely checked, and 
the 
force that had penetrated far into 
Poland retired in good orcjer to 
the Vistula river. 
The Russians 
followed closely and engaged the 
German fprces with considerable 
success. 
Germany admits that she had 
to retreat from Russia and that 
her armies have suffered a tempor 
ary defeat. 
Russians also claim 
that they have inflicted a severe 
defeat on the Austrian» along the 
Carpathian mountains. 
Tt is reported that Portugal is 
on the verge of throwing in her 
lot with the allies. Germany has 
captured several small islands and 
unless she makes reparation for 
them it is likely that Portugal will 
also throw her three thousand men 
into the field at once. 
The revolt 
in 
South 
Africa 
against the English is again as- 
suminng serious proportions. Gen­ 
erals DeWitt and 
Beyers 
have 
joined the rebels and they are 
able and poptilar men. 
Premier 
Botha has met and crushed the 
first army that the rebels put into 
the field, but it is likely that ther * 
will be another 
soon 
raised to 
take tlie place of the one destroy, 
ed.

About fifty men had not 
entered the shaft, but the others 
had gone down and begun to «car­ 
ter to the various workings. 
A mine rescue car from Benton, 
111., arrived nearly four hours af­ 
ter the explosion with a supply of 
oxygen helmets. The work of res­ 
cue then was pushed with vigor, 
and soon twenty-four bodies had 
bem recovered. 
Companies were 
organized to 
battle the flames in the lower le v ­ 
el, but experts feared it would be 
impossible to subdue the fire un­ 
less the burning 
sections 
were 
sealed. 
It was announced 
that 
this w*ould not be done until all 
hope of saving the entrapped men 
was abandoned.

Secretary McAdoo authorized 1»> 
the currency act to name the open 
ing date, made the annogncement.1 
His choice of the 16th was mad«* 
despite the fact that the directors 
and governors of tin* 12 hanks in 
a recent conference here voted 37 
to 35 against opening on thal date 
and expressed their prefer« nee for 
Nov. 30. 
In making the 
announcement 
Mr. Me Ad oo 
declared 
he 
bad 
reached Ills decision after diseib 
sion with the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board and because of em erg en cy 
conditions in the South in the be­ 
lief that the opening of the hanks 
will be helpful to them and will 
benefit business in all sections of 
the country. 
In a statement issued 
tonight 
the Secretary made it clear that 
under the new system the Federal 
Government will be able by de­ 
posits from the general fund of th;* 
I rcasury in reserve banks to aid 
producers of staples. The new re­ 
serve requirements operative after 
th<* b&nks are opened, he pointed 
out, will release more than four 
hundred million dollars of moneys 
nffw held by national banks as re 
serves and will add greatly to the 
loaning power of the hanks.

Imported Draft Horses No Longer 
Necessary. 
Washington, D. C.—With 
the 
exception of a very limited num­ 
ber from England, importation in­ 
to the 1 nited States of pure bred 
draft horses for breeding purpos­ 
es has been practically stopped by 
the outbreak of the European war. 
For several years previous, from 
2,500 to 4,000 stallions and mares 
have been brought annually into 
this country. 
In the opinion of 
experts in the United States De 
partment of Agriculture, howev­ 
er, the standard of draft horses in 
America will not suffer from the 
interruption of these importations. 
There is, it is said, a sufficientlV 
large amount of pure 
blood al­ 
ready in the country to answer al! 
requirements and the 
American 
draft horse will now* have an op­ 
portunity to demonstrate its own 
qualities.

Tuesday is general election day 
all over the United States. 
On 
that day all officers of the several 
stat«‘s and counties of the United 
States will be elected. Texas has 
five full state tickets in the field, 
and there are three amendments 
to the constitution to be voted on 
Twe of these are of concern to the 
entire people of the state. 
The 
one to raise the pay of the mem­ 
bers of the legislature to $1250.00 
per year and another 
providing 
I for the Iniative and Referendum. 
| The other amendment is to give 
, the counties along the gulf coast 
authority to build sea-walls. There 
j has been considerable discussion 
as to this last amendment. 
It is 
claimed that it was passed by the 
legislature without investigation, 
and is mainly in the interests of 
the irrigation companies and will 
be detriment to the small landhol­ 
ders along the coast; because of 
the fact that their land can be 
condemned and filled in without 
their consent and 
they 
will be 
made to pay the heavy expense of 
improvement before they can get 
their land back; and if they do 
buy it back it will not be improved 
in producing value enough to pay 
them to have it done. 
T herefore 
many o f them will loose their land 
As for the other two amendments 
there is argument on both sides. 
Most people do nut think that it 
is wise to raise the pay of the leg­ 
islators without also reducing the 
number. And as for Iniative and 
Referendum, this is increasing the 
already complicated and unwield- 
ly machinery of government, and 
putting an additional expense on 
the state as well as furnishing po­ 
litical agitators another means of 
getting themselves before the pub­ 
lic for the gratification of their 
own personal ambitions.

Cotton Reduction—Why? 
1. Let us re-emphasize the ne­ 
cessity of grow’ing gardens, corn, 
small grain, hayypoultry and hogs. 
AVhere possible some dairy yattle 
and a beef or two. 
2. We must have food crops for 
the family’. f«*ed an«l forage for 
the livestock, and .some fooil ero|»s 
for sale. 
3. Unless the acreage is decreas- 
e«l and the production verv large- 
Iv <b'«*reased the cotton crop W’iP 
be valueless. The government has 


given it out that should the pres­ 
ent war close and the mills be 
gin at once at full capacity that 
there would be from 30 to 40 i>er 
cent of this y e a r’s crop uneonsum- 
ed. 
4. It is iiuHOiin«! 
policy to de­ 
pend wholly upon one money crop 
to supply all oiir needs. When the 
market fails the country’ is in dis- 
tre.ss, necessarily. 
5. It prevents proper crop rotat­ 
ion, thus lessening the fertility of 
the soil. 
6. It makes against the livestock 
interests. 
7. Such a sy.stem limits knowl­ 
edge, narrows citizenship and does 
not foster home buildinng, and is 
the greatest economic enemy of 
rural education in the South. 
8. We have been the slave of a 
system, not of oiir own choosing, 
altogether, but because the crop 
w’as made the basis of our crediti 
and fixed the limit of oiir credit, 
and of other crops were raised, 
the m arket was invariably low. 
9. The .South does not today pro­ 
duce enough food for its ow’ii us«*. 
10. The South produces more in | 
value per acre than the North, yet i 
the valiievof our farms is far less ‘ 
and our farmers less prosperous. 
The secret ^jies largely in the fact , 
that we do not divei*sify and rais«* i 
livestock in sufficient riumbers. 
I 


Again, we have been constantly* 
farming to pay debts and not far­ 
ming on a cash ba.sis. 
We have 
thought so long in terms of cotton 
that, with the market constantlv I 
fluctuating, the farm er plants on 
the faith that next year at picking 
time the price of cotton will be 
high and he wilLreap the rewar<i. 
If he could change his system so 
that cotton would be only one ele 
merit in success listed of all, the 
state of the cotton market w’oubl 
not so seriously affect our well­ 
being. 
The present crisis furnishes the 
best opportunity we have ever had 
for changing our system and for 
co-operation between the busines.s 
interests, bankers, merchants and 
farmers to get into <Hversified ag­ 
riculture and to re-establish credit 
upon a different basis. Let us cut 
tbe crop at least half in acreage.

In the November American Mag­ 
azine appears an interesting ar­ 
ticle show ing how* the war has op­ 
ened a business 
opportunity 
to 
America. 
The author says 
that 
with the present opportunity, Am­ 
ericans ought to go to the foreign 
market in the same scientific way 
that the Germans did—spend all 
kinds of time and money learning 
languages, trade habits, social cus 
toms, and make it all count to- 
wTard a permanent connection, lit 
goes on in part as follows: 
“ When a German manufacturer 
got his eye on a market he would 
send down the biggest 
man he 
could spare from the business—if 
he could posiblv 
manage 
it, he 
would go himself—to spend a year 
learning the ropes before he tried 
to do a dollar’s worth of business. 
He went down with the fixed idea 
that the only wray not to handle 
that market was his ow’n way. lie 
studied bis customers’ ways of do­ 
ing business, and got it down pat 
to the smallest detail. If the cus­ 
tomers were in the habit of pay­ 
ing in ninety days, he was on hand 
with his cost and accounting sys­ 
tem arranged to suit. Tf they wan­ 
ted their pianos packed in tin-lin­ 
ed cases, he didn’t use tarred pa­ 
per.

Machine. 


The American 
Magazine sent 
Will Irwin to Europe at the out­ 
break of the war and the Novem­ 
ber number publishes an article bv 
him entitled “ The Wreckage op 
W ar” in which he describes viv­ 
idly what he personally saw’. H*1 
witnessed the finel destruction of 
Louvain. He talked w’ith soldiers 
and officers, saw citizens taken out 
to be shot, and heard the boom of 
cannon and rapid fire guns. 
In 
the following passage taken from 
his article Irwin describes some of

the wonders of the German mili­ 
tary machine as he observed it in 
Louvain. 
“ In glimpses here and there, we 
witnessed the thorough manner in 
which the German army takes pos 
session 
of a 
conpuered town. 
Plainly they knew every alley, ev­ 
ery seat of municipal activity in 
this city which they had come to 
conquer. Within an hour the gen­ 
erals, the princeling who accom- 
| panied this army, and the regular 
' staff officers, had been assigned to 
quarters at the Table Ronde, the 
fashionable club of Louvain, and 
taken immediate and familiar pos­ 
session. A hattern of typewriters, 
manned by soldiers and civilian 
clerks, was hard at work. Long be­ 
fore t hat. the windows and walls 
bore a proclamation in French and 
Flemish, announcing the names of 
three hostages w’ho bad been seiz­ 
ed for the good behavior of the 
town, and commanding the citi­ 
zens to ‘rest tranquil* 
in 
their 
homes. The Germans had brought, 
along the printing press 
ivhich 
turned out this notice, and the lin­ 
guists who put it in French and 
b lemish. 
“ Wherever we turned, we saw 
1 that same methodical, cold-blood- 
1 ed efficiency, that provision for ev­ 
erything.”
